brings so much pleasure and pro- 
fit to so many millions of people. 
And in the world of affairs about 
us there are many men of skill and 
learning who are giving their best 
thought in constructing, experi- 
menting, seeking ways and means 
for improvement on all lines of 
human endeavor, looking to the 
general progress of the nations 
and the world. 


So in the realm of the spiritual, 
those who would go thru with 
God and really count in His ser- 
vice, must be possessed of a migh- 
ty urge that is ever uppermost in 
their hearts and lives, stirring and 
moving them on toward the high 
level of attainment in spiritual life 
and power.

He might have had world- 
wise sense and figured to do bus- 
iness in an up-to-date way, secur- 
ing such materials and adopting 
such methods in building that 
were most economic and made the 
biggest and best appearance. No 
doubt he figured that his house 
was as good as the best, but what- 
ever he thought, he did not look 
ahead as to the permanency and 
ultimate value and utility of such 
a house as he was building. So at 
the time when he needed it the 
most the terrible storm came and 
his house went to pieces with a 
crash, bringing him untold suffer- 
ing, ruin, and loss. 

The other builder was a “wise 
man. He “digged deep” and laid 
the foundation of his house on a 
rock. He gave his very best 
thought and attention to every de- 
tail of his building. Since he is 
planning a structure that is to be 
of such untold value to him, one 
in which all his interests cente:, 
he will take no risk, no not in the 
smallest details. It must be a suc- 
cess, His one ambition is the con- 
struction of that house. Only ma- 
terials and methods that have been 
proven and tried thru the most se- 
vere tests for ages past are even 
considered worthy a place in his 
building. So, thus, with plenty of 
time and thought as to what his 
building may have to stand, he 
builds on the solid rock and when 
the terrible storm comes and the 
floods and winds beat upon that 
house, it does not even shake.

For many years past and 
on an increasing scale our indus- 
tries have been their chief point of 
attack, one plan consisting of 
planting within each American La- 
bor Union a few trained revolu- 
tionists for the purpose of stirring 
up discontent, practicing sabotage 
and fomenting general strikes.’”

FIRST LADY AND YOUTH 

Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt said 
in an address from New York, Dec. 
2, referring to conditions among 
high schools in many American 
towns and cities, that there exists 
some appalling situations amongst 
our young people. She added when 
interviewed, “I don’t think I will 
care to say more.”

COMMUNISTS IN HAVANA 

Havana, Nov. 28, (A.P.)—The 
ministry of justice revealed today 
that an organization known as 
“Realengo 18” has taken control 
of 500,000 acres of Cuban territory 
and set us a “red regime,” where 
people pay no taxes and ignore the 
Havana government. This was 
done in defiance of armed govern- 
ment troops. “Realengo 18 is un- 
der an organized ‘red regime’ 
which has taken over the func- 
tions of government in an area of 
more than 500.000 acres occupied 
by more than 6,000 families,” de- 
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clared Dr. de Cardenas, secretary 
of justice. “Their leader is a young 
Negro named Lico Alvarez.” In- 
cluded with the 500,000 acres is an 
additional 10,000 acres of land be- 
longing to the Cuban government.

“Things move fast in Germany, 
as they do in any sort of govern- 
ment in which there is a deliberate 
effort to destroy the consent of the 
governed and to fetter human 
thought. H. G. Wells, whose pas- 
sion for liberty is unquenchable, 
declared a few weeks ago that free- 
dom was being crowded between 
the upper millstone of Facism and 
the nether milistoine cz Cxmmun- 
ism. He came back from a recent 
Russian visit ‘enormously im- 
pressed by the fact that Russ‘a is 
likely to become an awful warning 
to the world of what the destruc- 
tion of intellectual vitality may 
mean to the country.” His conclu- 
sion was that “There is something 
greater than communism, greater 
than anything else in the worla, 
and that is freedom of the human 
mind.” 
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PASSIVE MEXICANS DIE TO 
SAVE IDOLS 


MEXICO, D'strito Federal, Nov. 
29 (A.P.)—Twenty Indians in the 
village of Huixtla, Chiapas state, 
stood guietly in front of their 
church last Sunday and allowed 
themselves to be shot dow-. by of- 
fic‘'als whe scught to remove ana 
burn images. Three men and a 
child were killed. 


The story, as told in belated dis- 
patches reaching the capital today, 
said the villagers adopted the 
method of passive resistance when 
officials tried to enter the church. 

They surrounded the _ edifice, 
standing quietly and refusing to al- 
low the men to goin. ‘The latter 
f‘nally opened fire with pistols, kil!- 
ing four and wounding sixteen of 
the defenders. 


The officers were forced to 
abandon their mission.

Turning The World Upside Down

And when they found them not, 
they drew Jason and certain breth- 
ren unto the rulers of the city, cry- 
ing, These that have turned the 
world upside down are come hith- 
er also. Acts 17:6. 

Such was the assertion made by 
the Jews at Thessalonica during 
the revival of St. Paul wherein it 
is stated, “And some of them be- 
lieved, and consorted with Paul 
and Silas; and of the devout 
Greeks a great multitude, and of 
the chief women not a few.” Acts 
17:4. 

The Question 

The question naturally arises. 
How was the world turned upside 
down, what does it mean, and in 
what sense do conditions of to- 
day differ from those which exist- 
ed during the days of the language 
of our text? It is distinctively clear 
and a historical fact that Juda had 
apostatized, and that there were 
many sects and cults of divers 
kinds during those days and that 
men were sinners then as they are 
still today. Heathen rites, cere- 
monies and idol worship were as 
prevalent during those times as 


they are today among heathen na- 
tions except that the ratio of the 
population was decidedly smaller. 
When the Jews asserted that the 
world was turned upside down, 
they naturally admitted that there 
was a complete conversion and re- 
versal of the general condition and 
order of things as a result of the 
apostolic ministry. 
The Secret 

Of apostolic success or the man- 
ner in which their task was ac- 
complished was due to the fact 
that they were endued with power 
from on high, Luke 24:49. They 
used spiritual talent. Their minis- 
try was not a repetition of old and 
worn out philosophies or the copy- 
ing of creeds, but a ministry par- 
ticularly administered by the Holv 
Ghost to which God gave witness 
both by signs. 2nd wonders. and 
divers miracles, and gifts of the 
Holy Ghost according to His own 
will. Let us notice, God gave wit- 
ness. It is the duty of a witness to 
witness, to testify by bearing evi- 
dence. pointing to a fact. incident 
to forming an opinion of conclu- 
sion. God’s manner of witness was 
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by signs and wonders, divers mir- 
acles and gifts of the Holy Ghost. 
There was nothing left to mere 
theological speculation or the col- 
lege man to decide, debate or argue 
about; the Gospel of Jesus Christ 
as preached through the apostles 
was distinctly a Gospel of deeds. 

in Acts 5:12-16 it is written that, 
“By the hands of the apostles were 
many signs and wonders wrought 
among the people (and they were 
ali with one accord in Solomon's 
porch. And of the rest durst no 
man join himself to them: but the 
people magnified them. And be- 
lievers were the more added to the 
Lord, multitudes both of men and 
women). Insomuch that they 
brought forth the sick into the 
streets, and laid them on beds and 
couches, that at the least the sha- 
dow of Peter passing by might 
overshadow some of them. There 
came also a multitude out of the 
cities round about unto Jerusalem, 
bringing sick folks, and them 
which were vexed with unclean 
spirits: and they were healed every 
one.” The mighty signs and won- 
ders done by the apostles as Christ 
worked with and through them re- 
sulted, instead of Christianity be- 
ing discredited, in the people mag- 
nifying the Christians and honor- 
ing them. 

Present Day Philosophies 

Present day philosophies are but 
a continuation of the teachings of 
Socrates, Plato, and others, Little 
improvements have been made 
over the views held by these earlier 
writers. Man’s plans to ignore the 
Gospel, and invention of schemes 
and science falsely so-called, are 
but a continuation of Satan’s lie 
started in the garden of Eden. The 
Old Book still stands, and if any 
one would question the authority 
of it the fact that there are mock- 
ers and scoffers present today as 
prophesied by the inspired apostle 
nineteen centuries ago, is proof 
that The Book is divine. The only 
way there is to compete with false- 
hood is to combat it with the evi- 
dence of fact. When the Church 
itself will don the mantle of power 
and prostrate themselves at the 
feet of the Lord Jesus Christ in 
prayer until God gives forth power 
unto His ministers of today, that 
the very signs and wonders which 
Jesus had said would foliow be- 
lievers and be done in His name 
are themselves again repeated.

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The Believer’s Course In Times 


Of The Apostasy

“Beloved, building up yourselves 
on your most holy faith, praying in 
the Holy Ghost. Keep yourselves in 
the love of God, looking for the 
mercy of our Lord Jesus Christ 
unto eternal life,” Jude 20, 21. 

We saw in last week’s article the 
black background of the righteous 
anarchy, the rapid decay of faith 
which Jude has painted. There is 
a brighter side to this question for 
Jude gives us the picture of radi- 
ant sanctity on the part of those 
who are loyal to the faith, and sev- 
en times admonishes those who 
are in this great conflict, pointing 
out the course they should pursue 
every day in their Christian life. 


Contend For the Faith 


Earnestly contend for the faith 
which was once delivered unto the 
the 


saints. By faith he means 
great cardinal doctrines of the 
gospel. Some of these important 


beliefs are brought out in this very 
epistle, among them the trinity of 
the godhead (V. 1-20), the deity of 
Christ (V. 4), the grace of God, 
security of believers, sanctifica- 
tion, personal devil, existence of 
angels, future retribution, the 
blood atonement, the Holy Ghost, 
the second coming of Christ. This 
faith has been delivered to saints 
True Christians are depositories of 
faith. We are required as members 
of the body to possess this degre? 
of true faith. Let believers there- 
fore make sure that they hold the 
truth and consistently contend for 
the faith. 

The first step in contending for 
the faith and the best defence of 
the gospel, is the living out of 
Christ’s teachings. The faith needs 
no literal sword to fight with but 
it does need individual saints who 
are able to use the Sword of the 
Spirit. 

Remember The Prophets 

They told you before that there 
should be mockers in the last 
times. This is one of the sure signs 
of the last day. Blaspheming in 
the pulpit is the course of the pre- 
sent hour. It does not mean tha‘ 
the faith has fallen. It is a vindica- 
tion of the scriptures they are be- 
ing fulfilled before our eyes, there- 


fore, our confidence in the Bible 
should be all the more secure. 2 
Peter 3:3; 1 Tim. 4:1-2; 2 Tim. 3 
1-5; Matt. 24:11, 12. 

Build Up Yourselves 


The comparison here is to ma- 
sonry, building up the buttress, 
making strong by the tying in ot 
the corners, therefore, causing tne 
work of the walls to be firm 
against the storms and winds that 
may come. In other words, let ao 
means of grace be neglected, be 
sure that some effort is made evy- 
ery day to strengthen the founda- 
tion of your faith. 


Study to Show Thyself Approved 
Unto God 


Seck clear apprehensions of the 
great derivatives of faith. Be not 
content with what you know to 
do. Press on and iemember that 
ours is a holy faith; its precepts 
are holy; its ordinances are holy, 
and above all it makes the life ho- 
ly. Praying in the Holy Ghost. 
There is no_ stronger fortress 
against the onrush of error than 
true prayer. Prayer in the Holy 
Ghost is more than _ ordinary 
prayer. Christians who are living 
editions of the prayers of the Holy 
Ghost are not easily taken in. Let 
us not forget that there is no bet- 
ter security than true prayer from 
the onrush of error. The great 
force of the onrush of false teach- 
ing and errur is abroad in che 
land. We should ask GoG to put 
into operation the works wroughi 
by His own Son on the cross, 
which was not only the redemption 
of man but the defeat of the prin- 
cipalities of the powers of the 
darkness of this world. 

Keep Yourselves in the Conscious- 
ness of God’s Love, V. 21 

The passage does not mean 
keep on loving God but keep your- 
selves in the fact that God loves 
you. Quite often our love to God 
is too fickle to depend on. It is of- 
ten down in the valley and full of 
misgivings. The more we know of 
the doctrine of grace, the less we 
vill think and talk of our love and 
the more of His love. God’s rela- 
tion does not change. It is the

sense of His unchanging love that 
has lifted hundreds out of the re- 
gions of despairwhen they felt that 
the foundations had been blasted 
away. Study much the love of God 
as revealed in Jesus Christ and in 
the time of mystery and apostasy 
you will be kept doubly and you 
will be in accord with His Word. 
Even as the child keeps the sense 
of its mothe:’s love by obedience 
our Lord said, I do always those 
things that are pleasing to Him. 


Look For the Mercies of Our Lord 
Jesus Christ 

This statement refers to the final 
consummation of the mercies of 
Christ which will be revealed at 
His coming to catch away the 
saints. This is our blessed hope 
Looking only at the past or pre- 
sent is sure to lead to material- 
ism; to be absorbed in the present 
world discussions is sure to turn us 
from the spirit of grace. We must 
look to the cross. The Word ad- 
monishes us, “Look unto me and 
be ye saved.” Looking unto Jesus 
the author and finisher of our faith 
is one of the main watchwords of 
the day. To turn frota this upward 
gaze is very dangerous. We should 
continually look to the _ blessed 
hope of the returning of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

Save Something Out of the Wreck 

The two classes with which we 
must deal are described. On one 
class we should have great com- 
passion for they heve been misled, 
failed to keep pace with the Spir- 
it and power of Goa and have set- 
tled down to believe that in their 
quiet way they may be able to be 
overcomers, but we are command- 
ed to be fillea with the Spirit and 
if the Spirit leads us we ave sure to 
demonstrate the power and glory 
of the earlv followers of Jesus. 
The other class is described as the 
careless and unconcerred who fail 
to fall into the overtures of mercv 
and receive the great blessings of 
God. 

I feel that the world needs the 
prayers and help of the Christians 
so that we may be able to promote 
the cause of Christ and we can 
only do this by following the 
course that Jude has_ prescribed, 
and if we are true followers of 
Jesus we will find onr landing 
nlace in verse 24 and 25, Who will 
keen von from falling. The word 
is literally stumbline which is 2 
sten Jess than falling. He will keen 
you from the errors that lead to 
the fall. He will present you fault-

wearied philosophers, but who 
must give place to the evidence of 
fact. 
The Needs of the Church 

What the Church needs is a 
manifestation of the Divine, and 
to supply this need the Holy Ghos. 
was given unto the Church, and 
by the Holy Ghost was given a di- 
versity of gifts to administer the 
affairs or supply the needs of the 
Church. If wisdom was needed tu 
combat atheism, or worldly wis- 
dom it was particularly supplied 
by the Holy Spirit, 1 Cor. 12:8. If 
knowledge was needed to test th: 
rationality of that which wisdom 
had declared, it was imparted b’ 
the Holy Spirit. If faith was need- 
ed for the working of special mir- 
acles, the same was derived from 
and imparted by the Holy Spirit. If 
gifts of healing were needed to ad- 
minister unto the needs of mem- 
bers of Christ’s body, His own suf- 
fering ones, or for the edification 
of unbelievers, the Holy Spirit was 
the source of supply. If miracles 
were needed to be wrought, or 
prophecies to be uttered, or lan- 
guages to be given forth, or inter- 
pretation to follow, to render in- 
telligibly such utterance, it was the 
Holy Spirit which provided and so 
wrought in the midst of the 
Church dividing to every man sevy- 
erally as he will. If the Church will 
be again endued with svch power 
and desires to live in the state of 
fact and again bear witness of 
things miraculous and _ divine, it 
can alone be done by rearming and 
equipping itself with the sam° 
armour as was worn in exercise by 
the pioneers of revealed religion. 

Our Lack 

While such ministries are sprink- 
led here and there and have result- 
ed in partial success and increase 
in certain communities, there are 
none of us but who are fully cogni- 
zant of the fact that manifestation 
of divine power is everywhere sad- 


practically all the 
Pauline Epistles there is an em- 
phasis and a promise that grace, 
peace and love have been provided 
and may be multiplied according to 
our necds. Until we as ministers 
become dissatisfied with our pres- 
ent state of shallowness and mere- 
ly playing church and_ give our- 
selves to fasting and prayer and 
waiting upon God, until instead of 
entertaining ourselves through hii- 
man talent and humanly divised 
program we may become the ves- 
sels through which God worketh 
mightily, Col. 1:29; Acts 19:11, 20, 
we will not accomplish the divine 
task. 


The profession of church soc'e- 
ties may be again turned upside 
down as was Judaism and its pres - 
ent day sects and cults by the 
Church turning to a constructive 
theology bordering on the divine 
coupled with intense prayer until 
men become fervent in the Spirit 
and may minister both from prac- 
tical and spontaneous theolvozical 
evidence. Our greatesé nced today 
is to qualify ourselves for the work 
that lies before us, and to fill up 
the measure of the body of and 
ministries of Christ. To do this we 
need a deeper consecration and a 
revival of prayer. The conversions 
of the early Church, its growth, 
success and manifestation cf the 
miraculous ave all hinged upon one 
word; namely, “prayer.” The Holy 
Ghost descended after a ten days’ 
prayer meeting. The cripple was 
healed at the Beautiful Gate at the 
hour of prayer. Peter’s release 
from prison was connected with a 
night of prayer. The farmer who 
merely tickles the face of the earth 
will have a poor chance for a good 
yield. It is not enough to be preach- 
ers of the Gospel. We may alone be 
satisfied when the deeds and re- 
sults of our ministry bear witness 
that God has sent us. The Church 
must either produce a satisfactory 


ly lacking. In 
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evidence, both of the existence uf 
God and of the usefulness of iis 
religion, or cease to exist as an 
institution. To accomplish this 
task there must be a manifestation 
ol the invisible, which, if we are tu 
have, our consecration must be 
thorough and our prayer life in- 
sistent upon and unceasing until 
there is such manifestation.

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“Ghe Gospel Portrayed in Prophecy by the 
Prophet sarah

We notice Him again as 
A NAIL 

Isaiah 22:22, 23-25. “And the 
key of the house of David will 1 
lay upon his shoulder; so he shall 
open, and none shall shut; and he 
shall shut, and none shall open. 
And I will fasten him as a nail in 
a sure place; and he shall be for a 
glorious throne to his father’s 
house. And they shall hang upon 
h'm all the glory of his father’s 
house, the offspring and the issue. 
all vessels of small quantity, from 
the vessels of cups, even to all the 
vessels of flagons. In that day. 
saith the Lord of hosts, shall the 
nail that is fastened in the sure 
place be removed, and be cut down, 
and fall; and the burden that was 
upon it shall be cut off: for the 
Lord hath spoken it.” 

Then we see him in Paul’s letter 
to the Colossians (2:14-15), “Blot- 
ting out the handwriting of ordi- 
nances that was against us, which 
was contrary to us, and took it out 
of the way, nailing it to His Cross 
(Jesus was that Nail); and having 
spoiled principalities and powers, 
he made a shew of them openly. 
triumphing over them in it. Let ao 
man therefore judge you in meat, 
or drink, or in respect of an holy 
day, or of the new moon, or of the 
sabbath days which are a shadow 
of things to come; but the body is 


of Christ.” 


When Jesus was taken down 
from the cross, the price being 
paid, those things that were spok- 
en of by Isaiah and Paul were a 
shadow of better things to come, 
which things we have in Christ as 
an anchor of the soul, sure and 
steadfast. He was the end of the 
law, ceremonial and moral. When 
I use this expression I mean that 
the ceremonial and moral law 
were called the law or old law and 
Jesus established a better covenant 
upon better promise, giving us 
better hopes, better things, a bet- 
ter resurrection, and a_ better 
country. Some may ask, “Then we 
have no law according to _ that? 
But I wish to answer by saying 
that we are under all that which is 
embodied in the New Testament 


and are not under the dispensation 
of the shadow. 

Then again Isaiah refers to Him 
in his prophecy as a 

HIDING PISACE 

Isaiah 32:1-3, “Behold, a king 
shall reign in righteousness, and 
princes shall rule in judgment. And 
a man Shall be as an hiding place 
irom the wind, and a covert from 
ihe tempest; as rivers of water in 
a dry place, as the shadow of a 
grea. rock in a weary land. And 
lue <yes of them that see shal] not 
be dim, and the ears of them that 
hear shall hearken.”’ On one occas- 
ion when Moses asked to see the 
face of the Lord, God told him to 
hide in the cleft of the rock and 
that He would pass by and move 
His hand from the cleft and Moses 
should see His back part. Paul 
tells us in his epistle to the Corin- 
thians that that Rock was Christ. 
He is the Rock in a weary land. 
He is our hiding place; He is our 
River of Life. In Him is the spirit 
of Life. He is our Covert from the 
tempest; He is our All in all. 

Once when Wesley was crossing 
the Atlantic a storm arose, and 
as the wind was blowing, the 
waves dashing high, and the ves- 
sel dashed to and fro, this great 
preacher was standing on che 
deck. The storm drove a little biru 
which alighted under the lapel of 
his coat for a place of hiding from 
the tempest. Thus Wesley was in- 
spired to write that wonderful old 
hymn—‘Jesus Lover of my soul, 
let me to Thy bosom fly; While 
the nearer waters roll, while the 
tempest still is high. Hide me, O 
my Savior, hide, Till the storms of 
life are past; Safe into the haven 
guide, Oh receive my soul at last.” 
Jesus truly is the man that Isaiah 
spoke of as being our hiding place. 


Isaiah referred to Jesus as_ the 
BRUISED REED 
Isaiah 42:3-4, “A bruised reed 


shall he not break, and the smok- 
ing flax shall he not quench: he 
shall bring forth judgment unto 
truth. He shall not fail nor be dis- 
couraged, till he have set judg- 
ment in the earth: and the isles 
shall wait for his law.” Verses 6, 7. 
“I the Lord have called thee in 
righteousness, and will hold thine

hand, and will keep thee, and give 
thee for a covenant of the people, 
for a light of the Gentiles; to open 
the blind eyes, to bring out the pri- 
soners from the prison, and them 
that sit in darkness out of the pri- 
son house.” This no doubt referred 
to the Gentiles who were in dark- 
ness. In fact, it could refer also to 
those who were in the prison as 
prisoners of hope; but in Luke’s 
gospel where Jesus took the book 
and read the prophecy of Isaiah 
which said that He had come to 
open the blind eyes, to unstop the 
deaf ear, to loose the dumb tongue, 
and preach the acceptable year vi 
the Lord, He no doubt had refer- 
ence to the time which was at hand 
when Gentiles as well as Jews 
could be brought into the great 
house or family of God; for He was 
to break down the middle wall of 
paitilion which stood between 
them and make of twain (namely, 
Jews and Gentiles) one new man, 
so bringing peace. You note in 
reading Acts, the tenth chapter, 
that there was spiritual life in the 
home of the Gentile, Cornelius, and 
that he was more than anxious to 
receive the one who had come to 
bring him out of darkness into this 
marvelous light. 

Isaiah also referred to Him as 
the 

WATER OF LIFE 

Isaiah 55:1, “Ho, every one that 
thirste.h, come ye to the waters, 
and he that hath no money; come 
ye, buy, and eat; yea, come, buy 
wine and milk without money and 
without price.”’ Then John, in the 
7th chapter and 37th verse of his 
gospel, records the message that 
Jesus gave at the great Feast of 
Tabernacles. When he had come 
to the last day of the feast, thai 
great day, Jesus stood and cried, 
saying, “If any man thirst let him 
come unto me and drink.” Here Is- 
aiah preached the gospel in his 
prophetic statement of the water 
of life which Jesus said He wcuild 
give. He said, “Ask of me, and I 
will give thee to drink so that you 
will never thirst again.” This was 
His message to the Samaritan wo- 
man in John 4. 

Isaiah preached of 

HIS RESURRECTION 

Isaiah 63:1, “Who is he _ thar 
cometh from Edom, with dyed gar- 
ments from Bozrah? this that is 
glorious in his apparel, traveling in 
the greatness of his strength? If 
that speak in righteousness, migh- 
ty to save.” Isaiah spoke of Him 
as having dyed garments; Joh» 
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spoke of Him as having a vesture 
dipped in blood. Jesus had shed 
His blood, and His garments were 
stained with blood, but He has 
come from the dark domain of the 
tomb and is traveling in the great- 
ness of His strength. Isaiah sees 
Him as a resurrected Savior. There 
are the many New Testament 
Scriptures that preach or teach of 
the resurrection of Jesus, which 
confirm the prophecy of Isaiah. 
Then we consider Isaiah regarding 
the resurrection of the just, and 
he speaks in Isaiah 26:19, “Thy 
dead men shall live, together with 
my dead body shall they aris». 
Awake and sing, ye that dwell in 
dust: for thy dew is as the dew of 
herbs, and the earth shall cast out 
the dead.” Verse 20, ‘Come, my 
people, enter thou into thy cham- 
bers, and shut thy doors about 
thee: hide thyself as it were for a 
little moment, until the indigna- 
tion be overpast.’”’ Verse 21, “For 
behold, the Lord cometh out of his 
place to punish the inhabitants 0: 
the earth for their iniquity: the 
earth also shall disclose her blood. 
and shall no more cover her slain.” 
This of course not only includes 
the resurrection and rapture of 
saints, but takes in the period of 
the great tribulation. Paul, in his 
epistle to the Corinthians (1 Cor 
15), tells of the resurrection and 
rapture of the saints. Thus Isaiah 
portrays in his prophecy the re- 
surrection of the Savior and of the 
saved. 

Isaiah has greatly outlined in 
many clear prophecies the great 


TRIBULATION 


Let us notice Isaiah 13:2-16 
briefly. Verses 5 and 6, “They 
come from a far country, from the 
end of heaven, even the Lord, and 
the weapons of his indignation, to 
destroy the whole land. Howl ye; 
for the day of the Lord is at hand; 
a day of destruction from the Al- 
mighty.’ Most hands shall be faint 
and most hearts shall melt. They 
shall be afraid, pangs and sorrows 
shall take hold of them, and faces 
shall be as flames (because of the 
mighty judgments and fury of tne 
wrath of God). Verse $ says it will 
be a day that is cruel with wrath 
and fierce anger to lay the lan: 
desolate, and sinners shall be des- 
troyed. Stars of heaven and the 
constellations thereof shall not 
give their light, the sun will be 
darkened (go out) in his going 
forth and the moon shall refuse to 
shine. The world will be punished 
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for their evil and the arrogant and 
proud heart shall cease. As we 
compare these scriptures with the 
Revelation of John we see Isaiah 
700 years before Christ warning 
men in his prophetic statements of 
the great tribulation. 


Isaiah also spoke of two “‘wine- 
presses.” Isaiah 63:2, ‘Wherefore 
art thou red in thine apparel, and 
thy garments like him chat tread- 
eth in the winefat?” Verse 3-4, “I 
have trodden the winepress alone 
and of the people there was ncne 
with me: for I will treaqd them in 
mine anger and trample them in 
my fury; and their blood shall b> 
sprinkled upon my raiment. For 
the day of vengeance is in mine 
heart, and the year of my redeem- 
ed is come.” This has reference to 
the second aspect of the Lord com- 
ing, to execute wrath end judg- 
ment on the world. 

Isaiah 64:1 tells us, “Oh that 
thou wouldest come down, that 
the mountains might flow down at 
thy presence, As when the melting 
fire burneth, the fire causeth the 
waters to boil, to make thy name 
known to thine adversaries, that 
the nations may tremble at thy 
presence. For since the beginning 
of the world men have not heard, 
nor perceived by the ear, neither 
hath the eye seen, O God, beside 
thee, what hath he prepared for 
him that waiteth for him.” The cry 
of the Jew today is “Come, Mes- 
siah, come.” They do not realize 
that when He comes to set up His 
kingdom the great battle of Ar- 
mageddon will be fought and the 
terrible destruction will take place, 
but this will be the treading of the 


winepress of the f'erceness and 
wrath of Almighty God. 
Isaiah 66:15-16 tells us, “For, 


behold, the Lord will come with 
fire, and with his chariots like a 
whirlwind, to render his anger 
with fury, and his rebuke with 
flames of fire. For by fire and by 
his sword will the Lord plead with 
all flesh: and the slain of the Lord 
shall be many.” This again is 
speaking of that great tribulation 
and Isaiah is portraying in his pro- 
phecies the need of a Savior as a 
hiding place ana a covert in the 
time of storm and wind, and as z 
Rock in a weary land, as rivers o% 
waters in a dry place. This is get- 
ting to be a dry world spirtually 
and everything is failing. Crops 
have failed, the great Northwes* 
has failed to have its rain. Gov- 
ernments have failed, the modern- 
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istic theories of religion have fail- 
ed, and men’s hearts have failed. 
Everything seemingly has failed, 
but Jesus never fails. When we are 
in the valley, He is the Lily of the 
Valley, and when we are on the 
mountains, He is the Rose of Sha- 
ron. When we are in dryness of 
spiritual decline everywhere, He is 
the Water of Life; when the 
shadows of night have deepened, 
He is the Bright and Morning Star; 
when the clouds hover o’er in 
blackness, He Is the Son of Right- 
eousness; and when sickness and 
death are at our door, He is the 
Tree of Life; when our anchor is 
about to fail and we feel ourselves 
slipping, He is the Rock of Eternal 
Ages.

provision for men to be so _ well 
saved, and so powerfully preserv- 
ed in Christ Jesus that they are 
equal to any emergency, both now 
and in time to come. But how lit- 
tle do the sandy foundation build- 
ers, the half-hearted seekers, the 
carnally minded professors, the 
unjust stewards, and a host of 
others of the same stripe, know of 
such a life. It cost something to 
“dig deep,” clear thru every strata 
of early formation, and build “on 
the rock,”’ but how it pays for al 
time and eternity. 


Daniel’s life is a good sample oi 
the right kind of building. It is said 
in Dan. 1:8, “He purposed in his 
heart that he would not defile 
himself.” This underlying _ princi- 
ple and “‘purpose”’ in the heart of 
this young captive explains the se- 
cret of that triumph which is re- 
corded of him later. It might oe 
hard to describe how much suffer- 
ing, sacrifice, etc., it cost him but 
he determined to live a life of trust 
in, and true devotion to his God, 
and won out in a way that makes 
him to stand out for all time as one 
of God’s great men, and while he 
seems great in his stand for God, 
yet his stand was just what any 
faithful worshiper of Jehovau 
would have taken. How wonderfui 
is that realm where faith, obed- 
iencs to Ccd. divine life, and love 
are the normal condition. That is 
ihe path of svints. It is a million 
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miles above the way of the ungod- 
ly world. 

Notice some significant words in 
the writings of Saiut Paul, the 
“masterbuiider.” In Phil. 3:13, 14, 
“Gut this one thing . do, forget- 
ting (or putting out of muna) 
those things which are behind and 
reacing forth unto those things 
which are before. I press toward 
the mark for the prize of the high 
calling of God in Christ Jesus.” 
Emphasize “this one tking I do,” 
aiso “I press.” Then read 1 Cor. 
2:2, “I determined not to know 
anything among you save Jesus 
Christ and him crucified.” Do not 
these and other similar texts in his 
writings give us the secret of 
Paul’s wonderful life, about which 
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he could say, near its close, “I have 
fought a good fight” and “I have 
kept the faith?” No cost to him 
was too great, no difficulty too se- 
vere, if he could but win Christ, yea 
he counted all things as refuse, 
trash, of no worth, in the face of 
winning Christ. 


It might sound strange to speak 
of serving God as a specialty. It 
would be to specialize in faith in 
God, love, humility, purity, and de- 
voiion to Jesus Christ and the 
things that are nearest to His 
heart. Really is not this what Paui 
and the other apostles and the 
early church did? If we build weli 
and on the same foundation, will 
we not do the same?
